Minnesota Restocked with Venison. 
Great herds of deer and caribou arc 
moving southw ard across the C anadian 
boundary line into Minnesota. 
It is said 
by nature students that the migration 
p resages another drought similar to that 
which eausi'd injury to C anadian crop s 
last year. 
This op iiion is p robably due 
to the fact that the animals are heading 
f<>r the Bed 
lake and Bed river forest 
country, where water abounds. 
Deer and caribou were once p lentiful 
in Minnesota, but the settlers slaugh­ 
tered them ruthlessly, and the surviving 
animals retreated to the fastnesses of 
the C anadian forests. 
The tide of set­ 
tlement has been moving north ward in 
the direction of this retreat for several 
years p ast, and it is p robable that the 
uneasiness of tin* animals is due to the 
fact that their haunts have been invaded 
by 
numerous 
venison hungry 
settlers. 
The south ward movement is toward ter­ 
ritory where large game is p rotected by 
numerous w ardens who rigidly enforce 
th<* p rovisions of the game laws and 
thus make things more comfortable for 
wild animals. 
Minnesota now has an op p ortunity to 
re-establish 
large 
game in her 
fo re s ts . 
The rep orted increase in the num ber of 
deer and caribou will tenffit many p ot j 
hunters to invade the woods out of sea 
son in search of venison. 
But if tin 
force of 
gam e 
wardens 
is 
enlarged 
and in addition comp elled to be ex ceed- j 
iugly watchful, the animals will have a j 
« •bailee to rest and multip ly 
in their 
haunts of many years ago.

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ENGLAND’S VAST EGG HUNGER. 


Not Fresh Eggs Enough to Satisfy It 
Though Many Regions Contribute. 
Raising eggs for the English market 
offers a great luture to French fanners, 
according to an article by G. Labadie- 
L agrave publish***} in a recent number ot 
the Figaro. 
England consumes 4,400,- 
000,(HK i eggs a year, he says, and the 
demand for real new laid eggs is far in 
excess of the supply. 
This is where the 
opportunity for France comes in, he 
thinks. 
The hens of England itself, after re 
serves have been set aside for new erupt, 
of chickens, send 2,270.000,000 eggs to 
market every year. 
T he balance of -V 
3Jt0,OOO.OtK) comes from abroad. 
It is a 
fiction ot I .codon deal* rs that they come 
from Belgium and Holland, 
l iny don’t, 
Engrave says, they come from almost 
any other country, even Egypt, Morocco 
and Siberia. They are called Belgian be­ 
cause Belgium is so near they can pre- 
—tend to-he- ire Hi 
As a mutter of fact, the African eggs 
are not imported to be eaten, “even by 
the poor.” 
They are chiefly sold to 
bookbinders, 
who 
use them, 
Engrave 
nays, to make the leather they use more 
supple. 
But eggs from Italy and Hun­ 
gary and vast quantities from Russia, 
even from Siberia, are sold for consump­ 
tion as German or Swedish, and are 
bought at low prices by bakers and con­ 
fectioners who are not particular. 
The fine west end bakeries in London 
advertise that they use only English eggs 
and they generally live up to their dec­ 
larations. But for some classes of con­ 
fectionery the Spanish egg is in special 
demand. It has a yolk of deep orange 
hue and when used in cakes gives them 
a richness of color and flavor that eau-. 
not be attained in any other way. They 
are the product of the black Andalusian 
hen and expeditious methods of shipment 
are used to get them to London, 
There are several retail purveyors in 
London whose trade calls for at least 
40,000 fresh eggs a week. The surplus 
from the British henneries when the rest 
of tlie country is provided for is totally 
unequal to supply the demand. 
Sweden, 
being cold, is not a first rate egg produc­ 
ing country, and the steamer service to 
England is inadequate. 
Germany is a 
great eating country aud practically uses 
up all she produces. America can send 
inferior grades, hut of course not newly- 
laid eggs. Holland and Belgium produce 
only a few millions annually above their 
own needs, 
Danish eggs are not popu­ 
lar in England because of their peculiarly 
pale color. 
Thus the consumptions of fresh eggs 
is actually restricted in England by the 
present impossibility of supplying the

At last a way has been found of a t­ 
tracting the attention of automobilists 
who have been indifferent lo speed limit 
laws and to “popular clamor.” 
Seattle, 
Washington, 
was recently 
the 
acone 
of a proceeding iii court which has made 
a very decided 
impression 
upon 
the 
minds and imaginations of reckless auto­ 
mobilists throughout the country. 
I he 
opening part of the proceeding has often 
been paralleled elsewhere a rich man 
called into court because his touring ear 
bad run down and killed a little girl. 
it 
was the outcome of the trial that was 
unique. 
Guy C. Stratton, lumberman 
and millionaire, who was 111 *■ delmidant. 
was found guilty <4 murder in lite second 
degree, the punishment I"1’ which is a 
fine of SSO!HI and imprisonment for a 
period of from one to twenty years. 
There is apparently no escape for Strut 
ton, despite his great wealth. 
Ile will 
not only have to pay a heavy fine—this 
he expected, and does not mind— but he 
will also have to go to prison for the 
term of one year or longer aa directed 
bv the judge. 
The state of Washington 
is the first in the Union 
to 
proceed 
against automobile speeding iu a way 
that will effectively cheek this menace 
to human life. The Stratton case is the 
first in which the Washington st atule 
making tile killing ot people by automo­ 
biles a crime has been enforced.

Japanese Mushrooms. 
Very little is yet known in Europe and 
America of the many varieties of mush­ 
rooms that grow in Japan. 'Die most 
famous of these is the shii-take, which 
is th© name of the evergreen oak on the 
wood of which it is principally grown. 
Trees about (i inches in diameter are 
felled and eut up into lengths of ti feet. 
T he logs are scarred on the back mid 
laid on the ground for about three yearn. 
Then they are stacked in rows in u shady 
place, and soon become covered with 
the mushrooms. 
Two crops are gath­ 
ered iii a year. 
After yielding one crop 
the logs are soaked iii water, beaten 
w ith a wooden mallet and again aet up. 
In a few days new mushrooms begin to 
sprout upon them. The shii-take is a 
great favorite in Japan, being used in 
m any dishes,

in

Green Forage for Hogs. 
An especially timely bulletin has just 
been issued from the Missouri experi­ 
ment station by Dean ll. J. W aters, giv­ 
ing th*1 results of some experiments to 
determine the value of different forage 
crops for hogs. 
Thirty-six 
jugs 
weighing 
about 
50 
pounds each were fed in lots of different 
forage crops in connection 
w ith cora 
until they were ready for m arket, ac­ 
curate account being kept of th** cost of 
gains made. 
In cheapness of gains the feeds used 
ranked as follows: Corn and skim milk, 
cheapest; corn and alfalfa, second; corn 
and red clover, third; corn and bluegrass, 
fourth; corn and rape, fifth; corn and 
ship stuff, sixth. 
A saving of about 75 cents a hundred 
in the (cist gain W’as effected by using 
green clover instead of fresh bluegrass. 
A saving of $1 a hundred was effected 
by using alfalfa instead of bluegrass. 
When it is realized th at alfalfa comes 
*m 
early, and 
when 
properly 
clipped 
stavs green iii! summer aud until the 
very hard freezes of early winter, its 
importance as a hog pasture is appar 
cut, Clover yields more forage per aera­ 
rium bluegrass, and as shown by Hies** 
experiments has a much higher feeding 
vain.*, 
»t is of the u t m o s t importance, 
therefore, to provide this sort of pasture 
for hogs, rather than to require them to 
m n on a 
bluegrass pasture, or even 
worse than bluegrass, a timothy pasture, 
or even far worse than tins, to confine 
them iii a dry lot in the summer time. 
This bulletin recommends a succession 
of crops for profitable hog pasture,
